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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 12/09/2004 is noted. 
The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97 and 1 .98. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: line V-V and line VII-VII. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof.

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is in claim format and it 
refers to figure 3. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
"problemsproblematic" on page 2 line 30 should be changed to problems. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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8. Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

9. Claim 18 recites the limitation "the locking elements" in the first two lines. There 
is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in - (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), 
by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a 
patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for the purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language; or 

1 1 . The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

12. Claims 1-5, 8, 11-13, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Escure (2002/0182059). Escure discloses a secondary air tube 1 1 
connected to a carrier ring 10, which is connected to compressor disk 3a. The 
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secondary air tubes 1 1 are form fit into slots 15 of the carrier ring 10 and include 
mounting shoes 20 and locking elements 25. The carrier ring 10 has an angle section 
shape and contains bolt holes 17 offset from slots 15. The radial inward end sections of 
the secondary air tubes 11 are located on the compressor disk 3a by a form fit. The 
radial inward facing portions 22 of the mounting shoes 20 engage radial outward facing 
portions of locking elements 25. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

13. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

14. Claims 6, 7, 9, 10 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Escure in view of Klompas (2,917,276). Escure discloses the 
invention substantially as claimed except for the carrier ring being split into a plurality of 
segments. It is well know in the art that components to be installed between disks of a 
gas turbine are segmented in order to facilitate easier installation. Evidence of this 
common practice is Klompas, which discloses a segmented stator ring assembly for 
installation between two rotor stages allowing for easier assembly and disassembly. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify the apparatus of Escure by replacing the carrier ring 10 with a 
segmented ring as taught by Klompas in order to allow for easier installation. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

15. Claim 17 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

16. Claim 19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Prior Art 

17. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Hockert et. al. and Weiner et. al. are cited to 
show secondary air tubes connected to compressor disks and segmented rings used in 
gas turbines.
